There was no IDXD last week because | spent the week as a participant in Newfoundland #4 
IXpedition. It was a fantastic experience, and you will have a chance to read our report as a 
separate article in DX News . 1 heard almost 90 countries in one week, including such rareties a 
India 1566, Paraguay 920, and South Africa 846. How is this kind of DX possible? We were right 
on the beach with extremely long beverage antennas aimed over open water at Europe, Africa and 
eastern Brazil, and local interference in this isolated place was at a minimum.

AUSTRALIA EXPANDS AM BAND 

ITU zone 3 (that's Oz), have been given an expanded MW band from 1602 to 1701 kHz, in usual 
9 kHz steps. SMA (Spectrum Management Authority) issued licences for the freqs concerned and 
many have already been allocated. 2AM on 1620 is among these. There's a limit of 5 kW for 
stations wanting to use this part of the band. All the ones I know of wish to be 5 kW but as yet, 
none will appear to be. As bidding for the freqs (of course no one will prefer 1638 - 1701 as most 
radios here end at 1629) is rather competetive, | don’t wish to elaborate too much more in case it 
plays havoc with this particular groups plans. All will be revealed soon ! It's kinda hard to believe 
that we down here will have an expanded AM band (so it seems) before the U. S. does ! [David

Anyway, it’s perhaps best if a tape of reception were sent to 
2EA. T'nae w’y (Doric for ‘hard luck’ !) [David Martin] His memory served him correctly. 2UW 
1107 vacated the frequency (it's now on FM only) and the ethnic station 2EA moved to there from 
1386. It ran 5kW on 1386 so is probably running the same on 1107. If you're looking for 2EA or 3EA 
in Australia's country listing in the WRTH, it's in a totally seperate entry for the “Special 
Broadcasting Service” right at the end of the Australian listing. Go figure. [Andrew Gardiner}

Ken Onyschuk, of Joliet, IL., wrote that WISZ-640, Zeeland, MI, which is audible in Joliet, has 
dropped Radio Aahs childrens’ programming for One on One Sports Talk. One on One is yet 
another sports network! And Phil Boersma, who rejoins NRC after a three year absence, adds that 
WISZ-640 and WBYY-810, Rockford, MI., have swapped frequencies. Both are owned by the same 
company which wanted the sports talk on the stronger 5000/250 watt U-1 channel, to compete 
with WBBL-1340, which also airs sports talk. Radio Aahs is a non-factor in this market, so it goes 
to the 500 watt daytime frequency.

Domestic Bandscan from Eastern Newfoundland 
by Mark Connelly 


The following is a list of easily-heard 
night-time domestics logged from 12 to 15 
October, 1995 by Mark Connelly during the 
Newfoundland DXpedition. Some of the 
stations were heard from the DXpedition site 
in Cappahayden; others were noted on the car 
radio when driving on Route 10 between 
Cappahayden and St. John’s. 

Predictably, the stations from eastern 
Canada, New England, and New York were 
strongest. WWWE and WWVA were the 
loudest non- East Coast stations and WOWO 
was also good. 

Most domestic DX was best in the 3-hour 
period before dawn. This was especially true 
of midwestern stations. Boston and New York 
stations were reliable throughout the hours of 
total darkness; most other US stations were 
badly hammered by Trans- Atlantic, 
Brazilian, and other foreign interference until 
quite late at night. 

Many more domestics would have been 
logged if more time was available. The focus 
of the trip was international DX and the 
comprehensive foreign DX report by the six 
DXpedition participants (Jean Burnell, David 
Clark, Mark Connelly, Bruce Conti, Neil 
Kazaross, and Jim Renfrew) is being issued as 
a separate article.

PIRATE Radio 


PartI 

Breathes there a man with soul so dead 
who has never craved to be on the air with his 
own radio station? Yeah, | suppose so ... but 
they are few and far between in the National 
Radio Club! 

Who among us has never yearned to play 
our favorite records for our neighbors and be 
the envy of all who hear us broadcasting with 
our own equipment. There must be a pedestal 
somewhere for each of us to stand on who 
have done this .. I chimed in with my first 
station in 1946. Unfortunately, the wood in 
my pedestal became a paddle that was used 
on my behind. 

| was in the hills of Vermont at the time .. 
not known for its metropolitan population 
clusters .. and still they found me! (A ham 
operator turned me in.) The telegram from the 
FCC read “Cease and Desist ..” and | did. 
Forty years later I received another letter from 
the FCC commending me on excellence in 
representing my employer (RCA/NBC) to 
them. So I have been on both sides now. And 
1 want to share with you some thoughts. 

First of all, the FCC may be lax in some of 
their enforcement practices. Lord knows we 
all see this every day of the year what with 
stations not giving proper IDs, or leaving their 
carriers on at night. But let me draw the 
analogy of the IRS .. the tax people. Lord also 
knows many people bend their rules from 
time to time. Put another way, people cheat! 
And most of the time they get away with it. 
But heaven help them if they get caught! It is 
the same with the FCC. 

So here are some thoughts about keeping 
out of jail or running up a big fine. 

The FCC is not stupid. They know pirates

are on the air .. but they have priorities. If a 
pirate is causing harmful interference to an 
FCC licensed station, they can act quickly and 
decisively once they learn of the problem. As 
you may recall from last yearfs DX News (see 
June 20, 1994 edition) the FCC has some very 
modern, fully equipped trucks that can pin 
down any terrestrial station (that means any 
station other than a satellite communications 
station) without too much difficulty. If they 
really want to, they will find you! 

In our next installment we will start 
explaining what some of the legal double-talk 
is all about and tell you how to turn it to your 
own advantage. For example, they are not 
going to bother you if you are generally in 
compliance with Part 15 of the FCC Rules. 
Operating a low-power AM radio station that 
covers the neighborhood and does not 
interfere with any nearby station is not going 
to get you in trouble. Later on we will talk 
about operating in compliance with Part 90 of 
the Rules or even, perish the thought, in 
compliance with Part 73, the regular radio 
broadcast rules. Later, if the editor has the 
patience, we will touch on cable radio too. 

At the very end of this series I hope to find 
room to tell you why you really should not 
operate a short wave station that can be heard 
half way around the world .. it will bring tears 
fo your eyes, I am sure, hopefully from 
sympathy, not from laughter. 

So my opening message is, Sure! You can 
broadcast all over and even do it legally! 
Some of the ways to accomplish this take a 
little more work and commitment, but if 


re ae could do it, what fun would there 
e?!

[I would first like to start out this MUSING 
with a thank you, to MARK CONNELLY for 
answering all my questions on the MWDX4A 
and helping me out with some DX questions. 
l have been DXing for years. I am 35 years old 
and once got my MUSING posted in DX News 
when I was stationed at Hahn AB, Germany. 
My 1st TA there was KYW. It was an 
incredible thrill to hear my favorite radio 
station in the Hunsrucke mountains in 
Germany. I recorded this and sent it to KYW. 
I received a card verfication. At the time, I 
was using an R71A and a Palomar Loop. 
Radio has been my life since 1 was 12; it still 
fascinates me and is my passion. When I was 
stationed in Shaw AFB, SC, I got up on the 
dorm roof and put up 5 antennas, a Super 
Scanner Beam, MFJ1024AA, Eavesdropper, 
TV antenna with rotor and a DX Sloper. All of 
this was guyed down, and I used it strictly for 
my personal enjoyment, Where ther's a will, 
there is a way. Then the Gulf War broke out 
and | was sent to the UAE. There | helped the 
communications folks set up their antenna 
system, which came in 2 2001b. boxes. They 
allowed me to spin the dial on a RACAL. 
Soon after that, 1 got a chance to go into Abu 
Dhabi and buy a Sony $W7600 which, | think, 
cost me $175.
